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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 



2. Claims 3-7, 1 1-19, and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kennedy (US 5,529,851) in view of Hudecek et al (US 6,245,699). 

3. Kennedy teaches composite material comprising a matrix spray coated (column 13 lines 
20-45) with a zirconium silicate glass coating having a melting point of between about 1200 and 
1800 degrees C (see columns 12-13). The layer can be one of multiple sprayed layers comprising 
silicon oxide (see columns 11-14) and claims). 

4. The coatings of Kennedy can also comprise Calcium (column 12) for lower melting point 
material) and aluminum or silicon (see claim 4 reference). 

5. Kennedy is silent ad to specific ratios of the materials. 
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6. Hudecek teaches a zirconium silicate glass (see claims 1 on) and further teaches it is 
known to provide a variety of group 2a, 3a, and 4a materials added to provide strength and 
sealing properties (see examples). 

7. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention 
to provide group 2a, 3a, and 4a elements within the glass coating of Kennedy as is taught by 
Kennedy and Hudecek and to optimize the percentages of each constituent material achieving 
applicant's desired and claimed ratios in order to provide an optimal protective coating and with 
a melting point from between about 1200 and 1800 degrees C. Given the substantial overlap of 
the claimed range of melting point and the desired melting point range of Kennedy one of 
ordinary skill would expect to achieve the same range through optimization. Since it has been 
held that discovering an optimum value of a result effective variable involves only routine skill 
in the art. In re Boesch, 617 F.2d 272, 205 USPQ 215 (CCPA 1980). 

8. No patentable distinction is seen. 

9. Regarding applicant's claimed to spherical protruded layers and zirconium and group 3a 
concentration; it appears from applicant's disclosure that the layers are formed inherently from 
the composition. Therefore, the same layering and protrusions as claimed by applicant would be 
expected in the disclosed invention of Kennedy in view of Hudecek. 

10. The claimed molten layer would inherently form when the layers of Kennedy are heated 
(see columns 11-14). 
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Response to Arguments 

1 1 . Applicant's arguments with respect to all pending claims have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
